COLOMBO, Ceylon, Feb. 21.—.At sunset the 
French mail steamer got away from Singa- 
pore, its last freight of several hundred red 
bags of pepper making all the air an irrita- 
tion to nose and throat and lungs. All the 
ehip’s company sneezed and coughed until 


the hatches were shut fast, and during the 


voyage the spicy smell was only suppressed. 
It was a dreary company of colonials that 
Was found on board, French judges and civil 
officials, a few military and naval officers, a 
returning opera company. The French mail 


* steamers, whose popularity once made them 


a meeting ground for all nationalities, have 
lost their vogue since the .German mail 
steamers have come out to the east and they 
are no longer @ first choice with any but 
French and Russian travelers. 

The French mail steamers are all built 
after one obsolete model for passenger ships, 
and with all the first cabin accommodation 
aft the machinery gave one all possible heat 
and vibration. \ 

The forward decks are always cumbered 
up with animals to be killed during the

ishable, delicate cargo is relegated to the 
open foredeck, up at the bow of the fast run- 
ning mail steamer. 

The last new ship from the Ciotat docks 
follows the same bad model so long used ni 
the Messageries Maritime compagnie for . 
passenger steamers, and they vaguely aie 
wondering why every one travels now by 
ships of other companies built on other lines 
when one can catch them.

peopies, nothing more sympathetic than his 

analysis of the strange race traits and ethnic 

aiunities of the Chinese and the Burmese. 
The orient is having its vogue in the twen-

world on Buddhist countries the Revue 
des Deux Mondes has seized just the mo- 
ment to give us the series on “Les Pays 
Bouddhiques,” by Chevrillon.

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CHEERFUL AT PROSPECT. 


Yachtsman Adds That Onl y Death 
Can Stop the Campaign of | 
Extermination in 
Progress. 


Boston, April 16.—{Special.}—Thomas W. 
Lawson, best known as a “ copper king,” 
milllonaire horse breeder, with a great farm 
at Cohasset, and aspirant for America cup 
honors, has declared that unless his death 
prevents he is out to fight the Standard Oi) 
company ané all its allied interests until he 
backs it off the map. 

In other words, Lawson is making trouble 
by the million. 

He is known as a trouble maker; every- 
thing he has had to do with sooner or later 
has brought a war cloud into existence. He 
helped organize the Amalgamated Copper, 
and it Is in the biggest lawsuit, or in 115 
lawsuits, aggregating the greatest amount 
of trouble in the courts of the known world 
today. 

He bullt a cup defender, and became em- 
broiled with the New York Yacht clubina 
fight which was internationally known. 
That trouble saw him come out at the small 
end of the horn. He wasn't allowed to sail, 
and his boat proved a loser anyway. 


_  Cheerfully Goes Into Trouble. 

Amalgamated trouble is still brewing. 
But Lawson is saying publi¢ly that he will 
spend every cent of money he has in the 
world to beat the Standard Oil company and 
its friends into a sense of decency, and 
cheerfully goes ahead into trouble. 

Only Mr. Lawson understands by what 
method he purposes beating the Standard 
Oil company, but the people who say “ pre- 
posterous "’ because of the amount of capital 
the Standard Oil has, which may be con- 
sidered as ammunition, haven't heard the 
testimony in the recent suit in connection 
with the conSolidation of the gas companies 
of Boston and adjacent towns. 


Millions Are Juggled. 

There Mr. Lawson testified one day that 
he and Henry H. Rogers of the Standard Oi] 
company carried.through between them- 
selves transactions involving hundreds of 
millions of dollars without so much as 
making a mark on a plece of paper. 

They juggled with interests which make 
national debts of some countries look like 
pocket money without making a memoran- 
dum of agreement. One deal involved over 
$100,000,000, and the profits cleaned up on 
this transaction were $46,000,000, but not a 
word was written down. They wimply talked 
it over and went ahead. 

Trouble first showed between pir. Rogers 
and Mr. Lawson during the trial of the “ gas 
suit’’ in Boston, which dealt with the re- 
organization of the Boston gas companies, 
which has just been finished here. 


Alleges $100,000 Paid for Silence. 

During that trial Henry H. Rogers téstified 
that Thomas W. Lawson had been paid in 
round numbers $100,000 for his silence during 
the time the gas Organizers were before the 


‘Massachusetts legislature permission to 


put through a deal. : 

The money was alleged to have been paid 
simply to keep Mr. Lawson from objecting 
to the consummation of the deal. And 
though the testimony was received with 
something like a sensation, it was not a 
surprise to many Boston people. For Thom- 
as W. Lawson is best known as a copper 
‘king, and as a man whose interests required 
him to take a hand in any gas legislation 
that came up at the statehouse. 


Lawson Denies Charge. 

But when Mr. Lawson came to the witness 
stand in the gas suit he testified that he 
never received a cent for silence in the mat- 
ter of. gas reorganization. He said he had 
received $20,000, but. that it was in connec- 
tion with a transaction in Trimountain stock. 

Mr. Rogers was recalled to the stand and 
he explained that Mr, Lawson did not receive 
the $100,000 in cash. He said Mr. Lawson 
was in his debt on another matter to the 
extent of some $75,000, and that he was ac- 
corded credit for that amount on his (Mr. 
Rogers) books. The rest of the money, he 
said, was paid to Mr. Lawson in cash. 
| The gas company consolidation. was jhan- 
dled and financed by Kidder, Peabody & Co. 
of Boston. According to,the testimony pro- 


duced the amount alleged by Mr. Rogers, 


$107,000 in all, was set aside for Mr, Lawson. 
At least. Kidder, Peabody & Co. paid it over 
to Mr. Rogers to be by him transferred to 
Mr. Lawson. The bankers did not have any- 
thing to do with Lawson directly. 

Flatly Contradict Each Other. 

And, so far as that case goes, the matter 
now Hes as a contrast of testimony. Law- 
son and Rogers flatly contradict each other. 

The case, however, brought out another 
point, and on this point Mr. Lawson has an- 
nounced his determination to stick a knife 
into the greatest corporation on earth, its. 
allies, heirs, and assigns. That is, that be- 
fore the case came to trial Mr. Lawson says 
Mr. Rogers tried to get Lawson toagree witu 
him on the stories to tell in court, so the 
stories might “‘ match up.” 

Since the taking of testimony was closed in 
the gas suit, Mr. Lawson has issued a state- 
ment to the newspapers. None of the Boston 
papers printed it, but in the statement Mr. 
Lawson accuses both Henry H. Rogers and 
Rebert Winsor of the firm of Kidder, Pea- 
body & Co. of perjury. 


Seeks to “Match Up” Stories, 
He recites that for a long time before the 
case came up Mr. Rogers sought to get Mr. 
Lawson to ‘‘match up”’ their stories. He 
knew the’ jntent of ‘the story to be fixed up, 
Mr. Lawson says, but he declined to perjure 
himself. He says boldly that he never has 
taken a dollar of the public’s money fraudu-

‘Members of the college faculty who are in 
a position to know say that Miss Cipriani’s 
leave of absence is really a dismissal ar- 
ranged by the authorities in order to sepa- 
rate her and Prof. Manly. It is saidthat the 
promotion and continuation of full salary 


' during her absence were granted on condi- 


tion that Miss Cipriani never return. The 
reason for this action, it is reported, is that 
the authorities do not look with favor on 
her engagement and expected wedding tothe 
English professor. ‘Prof. Manly is now at 
Lake Geneva, Wis., where it is said he has 
gone for his health. Miss Cipriani has re- 
turned to her former home in Florence, 
Italy, where she is staying with her sister: 

Miss Cipriani's career at the university has 
been an interesting one. Coming in 1804, a 
descendant, she said, of a noble Italian fam- 
ily of broken fortunes, she completed the 
undergraduate course in a little over two 
years, taking her bachelor’s degree in 1896. 
Two years later she received a doctor's de- 
gree, and for a year taught at Western 
Reserve university. Returning to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in 1900, she was appoint- 
ed Gocent in literature, from which position 
she has twice been promoted.

TOKIO, April 16.—The official report of the 
recent attacks by the Japanese fleet on Port 
Arthur states that the action commenced on 
Monday, April 11, The bombardment was 
resumed the following (Tuesday) night at 
midnight. The Japanese destroyers sunk a 
Russian destroyer and narrowly missed cap- 
turing amother one. 

The battleship Petropavlovsk, the report 
says, struck a mechanical mine which had 
been submerged by the Japanese prior to the 
attack. The fleet reopened the attack April 
14 and continued the bombardment until 1:30 
p. m. the next day (Friday). In this action 


the guns of the crulsers Kasuga and Nisshin, 


which were purchased from Argentina before 
the outbreak of the war, were found to work 
satisfactorily. 

The Japanese loss was two men slightly 
wounded. Some slight damage was sustained 
by the Japanese ships. This since has been 
repaired. The Japanese fleet, the report de- 
clares, maneuvered among the enemy's mines 
without sustaining arly damage. 

Togo Tells of the Battle. 

Admiral Togo’s report covering the naval 
action outside of Port Arthur which re- 
sulted in the sinking of the Petropavlovsk 
and the injury to the Pobieda is as follows: 

“The fourth and the fifth . destroyer 
flotillas, and the fourteenth torpedo flotilla, 
and the Keryo Maru reached the mouth of 
Port Arthur at midnight of the i2th and ef- 
fected the laying of mines at several points 
outside of the port, defying the enemy’s 
searchlight. 

“The second cestroyer flotilla discovered 
at dawn of the 13th one Russian destroyer 
trying to enter the harbor, and after ten 
minutes’ attack sunk-it. Another Russian 
destroyer was discovered coming from the 
direction of Laotishan and was attacked, 
but it managed to fice into the harbor. On 
our side no casualties except two seamen on 
the Ikatsuchi slightly wounded. | 

Lured to Destruction. 

There was no time to rescue the enemy's 
drowned crews, as the Bayan approached. 
The third fleet reached outside of Port 
Arthtr at 8 a. m., when the Bayan came 
out and opened fire, Immediately afterward 
the Novik, Askold, Diana, Petropavlovsk, 
Pobieda, and Poltava came out and made 
an offensive attack. 

*Our third fleet, hardly answering and 
gradually retiring, enticed the enemy fifteen 
miles southeast of the port, when our first 
fleet, informed through wireless telegraphy 
from the third fleet, suddenly appeared be< 
fore the enemy and attacked them. 4

Port Arthur Describes Bombardment. 
PORT ARTHUR, April 17, 10 a. m.—In the 
maneuvering preparatory to the bombard- 


ment of Port Arthur on April 15, the Japan- | 


ese disposed their ships in a semi-circle about 
the port. Five were direcily in front of the 
‘entrance to the harbor, three others, includ- 
ing the armored cruiser Kasaga, took up po- 
sitions off Liaotishan, with the remainder 
to the left of the first column. Active opera- 
| tions were conducted only by two groups 
of the Japanese ships. | 
The Russian ships answered the high fire 
of the enemy into the harbor, directing their 
aim according to the indications whence the 
Japanese shots were fired. 
Many eye witnesses of the engagement con- 


firm the report that one Japanese cruiser was 
' struck by two weil aimed shots. 


Loss of the Petropavlovsk. 
Late Tuesday night eight torpedo boais 
put to sea to scout. At about 5:30 the next 
.morning, when the flotilla was returning, 


‘two boats—the Strashni and the Smyeli— 


were overhauled by the ships of the enemy, 
which had been crujsing in the neighborhood, 
but out of range of the guns of the forts. 

The Strashni ard the Smyeli were at- 
tacked by six Japanese torpedo boats, which - 
were covered by four cruisers and two bat- 
tleships. During the firing a Japanese shel! 
struck the torpedo room of the Strashni. | 
There was a severe explosion, and the boa* 
was completely wrecked. 

The other torpedo boats turned back to 
aid the Strashni, and the armored cruiser 
Bayan also came to help the Russian torpedo 
boats. The Japanese fire was concentrated 
on the Bayan, which picked up five of the 
Strashri’s crew and then covered the with- 
drawal of the rest of the flotilla, which 
reached the harbor safely. . 


Makaroff to the Rescue. 

On the arrival of the flotilla Vice Admiral. 
Makaroff left the harbor with the battleships 
Petropaviovsk, Poltava, and Pobieda, and 
the protected cruisers Askold, Diana, and, 
Novik, and attacked the Japanese fleet. The 
latter began to retire, whereupon the Rus- 
Sian battleships returned toward the harbor. 

On their way back the explosion occurred 
on board the Petropaviovks, which sank in 
two minutes. Seventy-five members of its 
crew were picked up, but the rest, about 525 
men, perished. Verestchagin, the painter, 
who was on board the Petropavlovsk, per- 


iehed. This afternoon the bodies recovered 


after the explosion were interred. 


Japs Building Submarine Boats. 


LONDON, April 16.—While it is stated the 
Japanese have no submarine navy at the 
present time, it-is understood that the Jap- 
anese arsenals and navy yards are working 
overtime on two or more submarine boats, 
which will be ready,.before the Russian 
Baltic squadron reaches the far east. 

It is known that the Japanese government. 
approached a firm of submarine boat builders 
about the time the first submarines were 
adopted by the United States, but no pur- 
chases were made then, the Japanese pre- 
ferring to watch the developments of this 
class.of vessels. 

Subsequently the Japanese government 
secured all necessary details for the con- 
struction of submarine boats at their own 
yards, but the Russian negotiations moved 
too fast to allow the completion of the boats 
in time for active service around Port 
Arthur. 
Fleet Not to Quit Harbor. 

PARIS, April 17, 2 a. m.—The Eclair’s St. 
Petersburg correspondent says he is informed 
that a formal order has been forwarded to 
Viceroy Alexieff not to permit the Russian 
fleet to leave Port Arthur before the arrival 
there of Vice Admiral Skrydloff.

launch a number of torpedoes, one or more 
of which instantaneously struck the Petro- 
paviovsk. Another torpedo soon after hit 
the Pobieda, which just managed to craw] 
home and beach itsell, and is now acknowl- 
edged to be hors de combat. 

Some anxiety is expressed as to the word- 
ing of the official dispatch referring to the 
torpedo boat combat. A naval officer in a 
letter to the Birshevja Vilomorke says: 

~ Seven torpedo boats went out and only 
five returned and one sunk. What has be- 
come of No. 6? No one knows, but our ex- 
traordinary losses are really the work of 
torpedoes. The Petropavlovsk was the vic- 
tim of probably more than one torpedo. It 
would be interesting to know the contents 
of the dispatches which kept back the news 
of the accident to the Pobieda and the 
Besstrathni.’’

"ALARMS RUSSIA. 


St. Petersburg Hears of Troops 
Hurryivg to Manchurian 
Frontier. 


ONCE CLOSE TO A FIGHT. 


Gen. Linevitch Orders Yellow 
Army to Withdraw Under 
Penalty of Battle.

BERLIN, April 16.—The attitude of China 

continues to excite alarm in St. Petersburg. 
Reports are current there that the Chinese

All-Chinese genérals of known capa- 
bility already have left Pekin for their re- 
spective posts, while the commander in chief, 
Gen. Ma, has left the capital incognito and 
established his headquarters near the great 
wall. | 

Chinese troops also- have been dispatched 
‘to Kalgan, in Mongolia, where their coming 


has greatly “alarmed the Russian settlers. 


In Pekin popular excitement is increasing 
daily, but up to the present the German lega- 
tion guard is the only Curopean detachment 
that has taken precautionary - measures. 
Viceroy Hu has been instructed to assemble 
the pick of the Chinese troops in Chonan, 
where the court will probably remove. 


China Is Bewildered. 

The Chinese minister here, however, in 
an interview published today, declared that 
the diplomatic negotiations in connection 
with the concentration of China's troops on 
the Manchurian frontier gives proof of the 
way China, in her present bewildered state, 
is buffeted about. At first the government 
was asked to send troops to the frontier to 
profect the railway from the bandits. This 
China was unwilling to do as inconsistent 
with her declaration of neutrality. Now 
that. for the practical maintenance of neu- 
trality a comparatively small force is sent 
to the frontier its withdrawal is peremptorily 
required. 

Ultimatum Sent to China.

LIAOYANG, Saturday, April 2.—[ Delayed. ] 
—The outside world does not know how near 
Russian and Chinese troops were to a clash 
on the border of Manchuria. In order to 
remove the menace of a large Chinese army 
from the Russian flank, Gen. Linevitch, the 
Russian commander in Manchuria, deemed it 
necessary to communicate an ultimatum to 
Yuan Shi Kal, ordering that the Chinese 
troops withdraw 300 or 400 versts into the 
interior. | :

Hundreds of Jap Spies. 
According to reports, persistently circu- 
lated by the Chinese, there are hundreds 
of Japanese among the Chinese troops. 
Disgutsed in various ways Japanese spies 
are along the line of the railroad and they 
follow all Europeans, especially Russians. 

Yuan Shi Kai is an implacable hater of 
Russia and a tried friend of Japan. He 
has assured the whole world of. the strict 
neutrality of China in the far eastern trou- 
ble. Russia, however, is not so confiding 
today as she was at the time of the boxer 
outbreak.

Now that 
some days have elapsed for the study of its 
various bearings it is realized that the really 
perilous crisis of a few weeks ago has been 
changed into a condition of comparative be- 
curity. It is not that the series of long 
standing disputes have been settled, for none 
of the issues involved was important trom 
a world wide point of view. The importance 
lies in the fact that the attitude of cold po- 
liteness between two great powers has been 


changed to cordial friendliness. It means—, } 


and this was the prime object sought by both 
sides—that the danger of a general war has 
been reduced from dimensions of grave peril 
to an ordinary diplomatic problem. 


Hurts Russian Alliance. 


Russia, save for two or three platitudinons 
public comments, is seriously disturbed and 
displeased by this action of her ally just at 
the present time. No one need condemn that 
unhappy nation for this perfectly natural 
feeling. There has been an impression 
created in Russia that the new entente with 
Engand has deprived the French-Russian 
alliance of its vitality. She realizes that no 
matter how dark the fortunes of war may 
develop she can hope for no material assist- 
ance from France. 


Russia May Meddle in France. 


Letters from St. Petersburg today sug- 
gest that Russia influence will, if it sees 
any chance of success, endeavor to secure 
the early downfall of the Combes ministry 
and the removal of Delcasse from the for- 
eign office.

PUSHES CORPORATION TREATY. 


Ambassador McCormick Hopes to Se- 
cure Signature to Agreement Giving 
Right to Sue in Russian Courts. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 16.—Ambassador 
MeCormick hopes “to secure the signature of 
the treaty giving to United States corpora- 
tions the right to sue in Russian courts and 
to Russian corporations the right to sue in 
courts of the United States in time to have 
it ratified by the United States senate before 
its final adjournment. To accomplish this 
he is arranging with Foreign Minister Lams- 
dorf to avoid referring the treaty to the 
council of the empire by taking advan- 
tage of a clause in the Russo-German treaty 
permitting its extension to other countries 
without such reference.

OF ILLINOIS FEUD 


Residents of the Village of 
Harmon Fear Bloodshed 
Will Be the Result. 


ISSUE DIVIDES THE TOWN. 


Feeling so Bitter That Families 
and Business Men Are 
on Warpath. 


Sterling, lll., April 16.—[Special.]—One cea 
ment sidewalk has started a feud inthe litt’€ 
village of Harmon near here that may result 
in bloodshed. The cement walk was built six 
months ago and soon torn up, but the feud 
goes merrily on to the tune of arrests, 
threats, and various acts of violence in true 
Kentucky fashion. 

The 400 residents of the town—men, womer, 
and children—are divided into “‘ cementerse 
and The cementers 
favored the construction of the walk andthe 
anti-cementers”’ had a hand in its ¢e- 
struction. 

So bitter has the feeling become that fam«<~« 
ilies are divided, dissensions exist in th¢ 
churches, and business relations of years 
standing have been broken. . 


What One Sidewalk Caused. 


Since the destruction of the cement wall 
the following chain of events has been re- 
corded, all declared due to the first act of 
violence: 

One saloon license revoked. - 

One grand jury called that did nothing. 

One fire that threatened the village. 

One store wrecked by dynamite. 

One safe blown fo pleces. 

One “ city ’’ detective summoned to town. 

Two bloodhounds imported. 

One arrest for arson. 

One-half of the residencts armed. 

This is the situation up to date, and tha 
natives only agree on one thing. The cement 
sidewalk is the cause of all the trouble. 

In the first place, the walk was ordered 
built around a store owned by Ald. C, B. 
Swartz. He failed to build’ it, and the vil- 
lage did the work. Then he refused to pay 
forit. Thereupon the.angry members of the 
board, with the help of volunteers, tore up 
the walk on one dark night. 


Fires and Explosions Result. 


Michael Swartz, who conducted a saloon 
'n the Swartz building, lost his license when 
Swartz refused to pay for the walk. Then 
the grand jury was summoned, but did 
nothing. A few nights later the buildings 
cavned by Ald. H. J. Durr and Ald. Dennis 
Conside were burned. The next mornin 
Ald. William Kugler’s store was wrecke 
by dynamite and his safe blown to atoms. 

Detectives and bloochounds were sum- 
moned, and they accomplished almost ai 
much as the grand jury.

limited. “ We prefer to work quietly in 
collecting data, but I am not using detective 
methods. 
came to Chicago: to study the situa- 
tion because this is the center of the packing 
interests.

The packers 
knew I was there. I went to them for much 
information. My mission -is to collect in- 
formation to be turned over to congress. 
The department of justice handles the prose- 
eution of violations of the laws against 
trusts, and it would have to answer as to 
whether it has detectives out watching the 
so-called beef trust. 
“The department of commerce and labor 
will investigate the packing industry thor- 
oughly. Our work will deal with the cattle 
on the ranches and take in all the details of 
their sale and shipment, their disposal at

With each year's changes in the game the 
od Tiles. were modified. where necessary, to 
métithe new requirements, and the result 
wees lot of involved sentences, with pro- 
Wee and exceptions whtich often obscured 
the real meaning. And there were many in- 
@ances of actual conflicts between different 
sections of the code. The object of the gram- 
matical revision was tc condense and sim- 
plify this mass of verbiage, and it resulted 
in putting the rules in simple, direct lan- 
guage, which can be interpreted by any 
Baseball enthusiast of average intelligence. 
There are, perhaps, one or two instances in 
the revised code where exact accuracy is sac- 
Mificed to save words. For instance, the rule 
Which defines the legal position required of 
the pitcher winds up with the sentence: 
He shall not raise either foot until! in the 
act of delivering the ball to the bat.” af 
the umpires were to adhere to the Jetter of 
the law it would force a pitcher to throw toa 
base without raising either foot. But anoth- 
section provides that in throwing to a 
base the pitcher must * step direétly toward 
Such base in the act of throwing.’

Action of National League in Causing 


Early Opening of Season Made to 
Look More Foolish than Ever Before 
—Fans Would Be Justified in Secur- 


ing Warrant for Incarceration of 
Owners if They Again Attempt to 


Repeat thé Folly.

Thanks to the team work of the weather 
tlerks of the United States, the idiocy of 
those theoretical baseball moguls who length- 
ened the playing season so thatit would have 
to be started before the frost was out of the 


_ ground has been shown up in Its true colors. 


The chief argument which the rulers of 
the National league used to justify their 
action. in prolonging the schedule from 140 
to 154 games was that the salaries of players 
were so high that they would have to play 
more games to increase the revenue or else 
cut salaries. That argument looked foolish 
enough at the time, but it looks a lot more 
£0 in the light of the experiences which have 
marked the openings of the major league 
championship races during the last week. 

In fact, if an attempt should ever be made 
to repeat this folly, the baseball fans of the 
bountry would be justified in securing a war- 
rant for the incarceration of the magnates 
guilty 6f such a move in some sanitarium for 
bugs or other species of tremens. The play- 
ers should have them arrested for perpe- 
trating cruelty to animals. 


Speaking seriously, it would be a matter for | 


action by the board of health of any northern 
city if an attempt was ever again made to 
open the season before the middle of April. 
Phere can be no question that it is a serious 
Menace to even the most vigorous constitu- 
tion to sit in the open air through a baseball 
Bame in temperature like that which favored 
Thursday's opening in this city. It would 

e little more dangerous to the city’s health 
if the same number of reckless persons had 
gone into a section which had been quaran- 
tined on account of smallpox or any other 
Bpidemie. The city authorities are given po- 
ice power to prevent such dangers. It would 

equire no stretching of such power to pro- 

ibit opening the baseball season before the 
weather is fit for it. 

iJt is no argument to the contray to say 
that no one is obliged to go to a ball game 
nnd expose himself to the elements. The 
BPame thing is true of the victim of the 
Grink habit. Because a drink fan doesn't 
know enough to keep away from a saloon 
when he has had more than is good for him, 
the law says the saloons shall close at a 
rertain hour to conserve the public’s morals 
nnd health. The same regard for the public 
Bhould close the baseball parks so long as 
Me thermometer remains below the freez-. 

point, The public of Chicago is con- 
Btantly warned to boil the water, but the 
germs which come through the pumping sta- 
tions are not half so dangerous to health as 
that bunch of National league theorists who 
evolved the 154 game schedule and they 
Ought to be boiled in oil instead of water. 

It is time for the baseball prophets to 
subside and either say ‘I told you so" or 
keep still. It is the season of deeds and not 
Hope, but it is safe to register one more pre- 
diction before the season gets tod old, and 
that fs that there will never be another effort 
to open the American league season in Chi- 

o on April 14. It was a desperate ex-

The sensibie baseball fau will 
not go to a game when he has to wear furs 


and ear muffs; ance eect a fan accustomed to 


reading his baseball in the morning papers 


instead of seeing it for himself, and that | 


habit is as hard to break as it is to keep 
from going to the ‘games once the habit is 
formed. 

Then there is the waste of money spent on 
long training trips to get the players in top- 
notch condition for these early champion- 
ship races. This is worse than burning up 
good money for the men become accustomed 
to warm climatts only to be brought back 


_, into the remnants of winter weather. It 


is more dangerous to them than if they had 
not left it but had taken their training 
in’ the same temperature in which they are 
expected to play. 

Last, but far from least, is the danger of 
ruining a valuable player for an extended 
period by ¢xpeocting him to play in cham- 
pionship form in cold weather. A -player 
may go into a game with the intention of 
saving bimself, but an emergency will arise 
when a quick throw ora fast shoot is neces- 


.®ary, and he will forget the danger to his 


arm in the desire to win. Next day he may 
be out of it with a sore wing, and that sore- 
ness may stay with him halfthe season. The 
handicap of one star player disabled may 
pull a club down from first division to second 
division, and any one knows that a losing 
club will lose at the gate as much In a couple 
of games as the magnates can make out of 
any fourteen extra games, before or after the 
weather is fit for baseball. 

Not enoygh games have been played so 
far in either league to form any basis for 
approval or criticism. In fact, the sixteen 
teams have shaped up in much the same 
form as they did during the previous months 
of the winter on paper. Both of Chicago's 
teams lost their opening games under condi- 
tions which made luck a considerable factor 
in the results, and the fans, though disap- 
pointed, were not In any sense disheartened. 
it is a long time yet before summer.

- "PLACE IN BREEDING RANKS. 


Showing Made in Prodaction 
of Standard Trotting and Pacing 
Speed—Great Broodmare List Con- 
tains Many Names Known to Old 
Racegoers —Interchangeablility of 
Trotting and Pacing Gaits— New 
Entrance Fee Rule Works Well.

tention of breeders nowadays, and the rec- 
ords of last season, as shown by the Year 
Book, demonstrate pretty conclusively that 
the mares that have trotted or paced to

are doing their full share in the production: 


of foals that have the natural ability to go 


fast at one gait or the other. » 
The nub of the breeding question is apt! 
put by Dr. J. C. McCoy, whose articles in an 
eastern turf journal on the subject of breed- 
ing the light harness horse have attracted 
A great deal of attention. Hesays: “I feel 
convinced that the developed sire and dam 
are the proper ones from which to breed. I 
know. of no other way of sifting the wheat 
from the chaff.” The use of developed stal- 
lions to the gradual exclusion of horses that 
have not shown themselves able to go fast 
‘at the trot or pace has become so well nigh 
universal that no horse known to be speed- 
less has any chance for patronage in the 
stud. and although the use of record mares 
tn the breeding ranks must of necessity ad- 
-wance with slowness the point has already 
been reached where the breeding farms that 
bave money and brains back of them do not 
caré to buy mares that have nothing but 
blood lines to recommend them. 
Important Showing by Record Mares. 
Yor these reasons the showing made each 
. ‘year by the record mares in the production 
of standard trotting and pacing speed is 
of great value and interest. It would be im- 
possible within the limits of a newspaper 
article to enumerate the mares that last 
year were represented on the turf by 2 son 
or daughter with standard speed, but when 
all these are omitted, and only those that 
became members of the- great broodmare 
list last season are considered, the list is of 
sufficient volume to demonstrate the point 
at issue. A great broodmare is one that 
has produced (1) two or more trotters with 
records of 2:30 or better, or two or more 
pacers with records of 2:25 or better, or one 
©-30 trotter and one 2:25 pacer; (2) one 2:30 
trotter or one 2:25 pacer and another son or 
daughter that has sired or produced a 2:80 
trotter or a 2:25 pacer.

In addi- 
tion to Mary A. Whitney, she also gave 
the turf William WF. Allen, 2:23%, also by 
Volunteer, But, like many sons of that 
horse, who was among the premier sires 
of his day, William H,. Allen amounted to 
little in the stud, having but a solitary 2:30 
trotter to his credit, while Mary A. Whit- 
ney, in addition to Brava, was the dam of 
Bon Mot, 2:25%. by Baron Wilkes, First 
Love, 2:22%, by Happy Medium, and a son 
called Whitney, which is a sire of 2:30 
speed. Brava has been mated exclusively 
with Kremlin, 2:07%, a grand trotter, and 2 
champion in his day, but her rich breeding 
and the producing qualities of her female 
ancestry entitle her to fully half the credit 
of the sped she has thrown. 


Ione Should Have Been a Star. 


Tone, a little, low headed pacer, which has 
produced the pacer Geers, 2:16%, and the 
dam of the pacer; -Claudia 2:19\%, would 
certainly ‘have been a star matron under fa+ 
vorable conditions. She is by Moody, 2:18\, 
a steady going trotter, son of Swigert, form- 
erly owned in @hicago, and the mare was 
sold at auction as a yearling and taken to 
Manitoba, where she had three or four colts 
while still young, not being broken to har- 
ness until she was 7 yearsold. It was then 
found that Ione could pace pretty well, and 
after making several Campaigns in the far 
north, she showed class enough to enter the 
grand circuit, where she won, and finally 
reached 2:08%. Then she was sold to M. D. 
Madigan of Chicago, and for two years was 
raced some, but had fost her speed.

BIG BENEFITS FROM RACING. 


Statistics of Commission Show That a 
State Tax of $200,741 Was Paid — 
in 1903 in New York. 


“The state racing commission, composed of 
August selmont, E. D. Morgan, and John 
Senford, has submitted its eighth annual 
report to the legislature of the state of New 
York. It is pointed out in this report that 
the year 1903, in racing, exceeded in pros- 
perity all previous yearm 

The state tax paid to the Agricultural so- 
clety amounted to $200,741, which was in 
excess of that paid in 1902 by more than 
$30,000. The public patronage of racetracks 
exceeded that of 1902 by $613,115. Last year 
there was paid out to owners of horses in 
this state $2,165.487, which is $316,598 more . 
than was distributed in premiums in 1902. 
In all, continues the report, in this state last 
year there were 1,222 races, and in them 
1,572 different horses participated. There 
were fifty great stakes in excess of $5,000 
value each to the winner, 100 in excess of 
$2,000, and 105 events in excess of $1,000. 

In 1903, apart from the sales of yearlings 
made by private agreement, and apart from 
the market which obtains in Kentucky, sta- 
tistics as nearly correct as may be had show 
that 1,007 yeariings were sold at public auc- 
tion in New York and in Chicago for a gross 
total of $925,765. Of these 1,007 no fewer 
than 884 were sold in this state, and for 
them $881,150, an average of nearly $993. 
‘each, was obtained.

SILBR'S TALK OF THE RING 


JIM GARDNER SHOWS EVIDENCE 
"OF CHAMPIONSHIPCLASS. ; 


‘Lowell Boy by His Performance Stamps 
Himself a Formidable Aspirant for 
White Lightweight Hosiors — Rec- 
ord Has Only One Defeat, by Jack 
Miackburn—Tommy Mowatt and 
Benny Yanger, O14 Time Bitter 
Rivals, to Meet Before Waverly Club. 


[BY GRORGS SILER.) 

Of all the white lightweight champion as- 
pirants now before the public Jimmy Gard- 
ner of Lowell, Mass., holds the center of the 
pugilistic stage at the present writing. « Still 
in his teens Jimmy has shown his superiority 
over the best men in his class, barring, of 
course, Champion Joe Gans, in the country. 


His record shows only one defeat, that with 


Jack Blackburn, and from all accounts ‘he 
was given the hot end of it by the referee in 
that fight. : 

His class and fine record were overlooked 
by Chicago fight promoters when he struck 
this town, and had he not been given an op- 
portunity by the matchmaker of the Ninth 
Ward Guards club to show his skill as a 
fighter local fight fans would still be in the 
dark regarding his ability as a first class 
lightweight. The Ninth warders, principally 
on the sayso. of Ge Gardner, Jimmy's 
big brother, matched him with Mike Ward, 
the Canadian champion, who holds victories 
over “ Buddy” Ryan, Willie Fitzgerald, 
Otto Selloff, Gardner, and numerous 
other fighters of supposed class. 

Mike’s reputation was such it was thought 
Jimmy would be cleaned up ina hurry. In- 
stead, the Lowell boy went around the 
Canadian like a cooper would go around a 
barrel, trouncing him so severely and so 
decisively he was immediately yoted the 
best that has been seen here in years. 

Ryan, supposedly the best boy o s weight 
in the country, and acknowledged the boss 
lightweight in the middle west. In that con- 
test, as in that with Ward, he demonstrated 
beyond cavil that he is the master of all the 
138 to 135 poundersin America. The referee's 
verdict of a draw in his battle with Ryan 
does not tell the story of the fight, as he had 
matters his own way during the first four 
rounds; had a slight shade the worst of the 
fifth, while the sixth was about even. 

His margin was so great at the end of the 
fourth session that Brother George tmstruct- 
ed him to lay back, as he had the fight won, 
and that is one reason why “ Buddy "* showed 
up so well in the last two periods. The bet- 
ting at the end of the fifth round was 4 tol 
that Gardner would win and the same price 
the contest would not be declared a draw, 
which shows the injustice of the decision. 


Tomorrow night those old and bitter rival 
featherweights Tommy Mowatt and Benny 
Yanger, will hook up for the fourth time 
within the last four years. In their first 
contest, Benny won in the last few seconds 
of the last round, when Eddie Santry, Mow- 
att’s chief second, threw the towel into 
the ring. : 

It was a tough and hard struggle, each 
scoring knockdowns,.and with a toss up 
as to which would wir until the last minute 


or the fight, when Yanger gained the upper 


hand and won as stated. Their second 
and third meetings resulted in draws, and 
while knockdowns were not in evidence, | 
as in their first fight, they were equally as 
terrific and exciting. Both boys have im- 
proved considerably within the last two 
years, but Benny has been the more succéss- 
ful, his only defeat in his career being that 
by Eddie Hanlon, the California feather- 
weight champion, while Tommy in the last 
two years lost to “‘Buddy* Ryan and 
“Kid ” Herman, the latter by a small mar- 


gin. 


Mowatt was a raw hand at the game when 
he first bumped up against Yanger, and* 
was what may be termed a wild and woolly 
fighter. Benny, on the other hand, although 
a bit green, had, among others, beaten such 
hoys as Sammy Harris, Harry Forbes, and 
‘Young Corbett, and held George Dixon 
to a draw. In those days Yanger, like Tom- 
my, had but little knowledge of the fine 
points of the game. He was a powerful kid 
and won his fights by tearingin and slashing 
away with both hands, hit or miss fashion. 
Experience has taught them both that 
science is an important factor in the game 
of fisticuffs, and at present, while their 
styles differ, they can demonstrate the 
science of hitting correctly when in action. 
Of the two Yanger is undoubtedly the more 
scientific, but whatever Mowatt lacks in the 
fine arts of the game he offsets by hitting 
powers and speed in delivery while fighting 
at close quarters. Yanger, for that matter, 
can also go a few lines when it comes to 
exchanging in the rallies. 

The fight showld be.a corker and it is hoped 
the question of superiority which has ex- 
isted between them so long will be settled. 
The battle will be staged by the Waverly 
Athletic club at its ‘West Madison street. 
arena. 


Jack O’Keefe made a wise move when he 
renounced the lightweight class for the 
welterweight division.

It is the monarch who 
has taken the helm in matters of this kind, 
anf the minister has been relegated to the 
background, where he now occupies his time 
putting into execution the plans and 
of his ruler. 

Thus, in discussing the attitude which Ger- 
many is likely to adopt in any international 
gontroversy, no one dreams any longer, of

As long as he holds his hand and 
plays a waiting game, leaving the wortd in 
doubt as to his sentiments, the center of 
political gravity will remain at Berlin, since 
by giving the support of Germany—perhaps 
of the whole triple alliance—to one party 
or to another in a moment of acute inter- 
national crisis, he will be in the position 
to sway the course of events as their 
arbiter. 


France Outwitted by Kaiser. 


| At the time when Bismarck left office it 
was generally believed not only abroad but 


even in Germany that the Teuton ship of | 


State would suffer severely through the 
transfer of its helm from the hands of so 
experienced a pilot as the old chancellor to 
those of Emperor William. The latter has, 
however, dispelled all apprehensions on this 
score, and has not only maintained undimin- 
ished German prestige and importance in 
the concert of Europe, but has also won for 
himself the reputation of a singularly shrewd 
and far sighted statesman. Ever since he 
assumed the reins of power the one aim of 
France has been to isolate Germany. The 
assistance of Russia was invoked to alienate 
Austria from the triple alliance, ‘while no ef- 
fort was spared to induce Italy to cut her- 
self adrift from the coalitian. For a time it 
seemed as if these maneuvers might prove 
successful, at any rate as far as Italy was 
concerned, where the friendliest relations 
with France were restored. In fact, by many | 
the visit of King Victor Emmanuel and of his 
consort to Paris last fall was regarded as 
the inauguration of a new grouping of the 
powers, as the transfer by Italy of her friend- 
ship from Germany and Austria to France 
and Russia, and as the death knell of the 
triple alliance, which had been popularly 
described as moribund for some time pre- 
viously. But its requiem turns out to have 
been once more prematurely sung. For the 
kaiser by a brilliant stroke has chosen the 
eve of President Loubet’s return visit to 
Rome to call upon King Victor Emmanuel at 
Naples, and there not merely publicly to re- 
affirm the continued existence of the triple 
alliance but likewise to secure an equally 
public admission from Victor Emmanuel 
that the bonds which unite his kingdom with 
Germiny and Austria have become closer 
and more intimate than ever before. Indeed, 
so cleverly timed was the interview with the 
king at Naples the other day that one can- 
not help believing that William's cruise in. 
the Mediterranean had some other object in 
view than relaxation and health. 


Examples of Kaiser’s Shrewdness. 


. With England the relations of Germany 
have been far more cordial since William has 
controlled the foreign policy of his empire 
than in the days of his grandfather and of 
Bismarck. Through befriending the sultan 
he has secured for Germany the predominant 
position at Constantinople formerly enjoyed 
by Russia and Great Britain in turn, besides 
obtaining immensely valuable advantages 
for German trade and industry in the Levant. 
His support and alliance’are sought by 
Spain, while without alienating the good will 
of his Lutheran subjects, he, although a 
Protestant sovereign, has acquired at the 
vatican, and, indeed, in the Catholic church 
throughout the world, an influence and a 
favor to which no Catholic monarch, not even 
the Emperor Francis Joseph, can pretend. 
When in conjunction with all this it is re- 
membered that by the peaceful means of 
statecraft he has since his accession to the 
throne added far more territory to the Ger- 
man empire than any of his~ predecessors 
by means of the sword and of sanguinary 
wars, one is forced to confess that Emperor 
William has proved himself not only the 
most brilliant of contemporary monarchs 
but also the most able of royal diplomats.

A SAD WEEK FOR RUSSIA. . : 
. Last week svas a calamitous one for Rus- 
sia. The Port Arthur fleet, which at the 
beginning of the war consisted of seven bat- 
tleships and about the same number of 
cruisers, has been reduced to two undam- 
aged battleships and to two or three cruis- 
ers. The persistent hammering of the Jap- 
anese has so weakened it that its only hope 
of safety is to remain in the harbor, pro- 
tected by the guns of the forts, and await 
the arrival of the Baltic fleet. That fleet, 
on which the hopes of the Russians are 
centered, ought to be leaving soon for the 
orient. The chimerical project of sending 
it by way of the Arctic ocean has not been 
entertained. The vessels will pursue the 
customary route. | 

It is not known positively yet whether the 
Petropavioysk was sunk by a Russian mine 
or a Japanese torpedo. The belief that it 
was the latter is gaining ground. In either 
case the consequences were disastrous. 
The Russians lost the best battleship left 
to them after the disabling of the Retvizan 
and Czarevitch. They lost over 700 men, 
and among them one who counted for more 
than all the others—Admiral Makaroff. 
Had he escaped he could not, even though 
a brave and skillful seaman, have done 
anything with a crippled fleet. 

On Friday Admiral Togo again bombard- 
ed Port Arthur, to what purpose is un- 
‘known. Probably the immensely strong 
fortifications have not been damaged by his 
fire. On this oceasion the Russian fleet did 
not venture out into the roadstead, as it 
has usually done. After the sinking of the 
Petropavlovsk and a torpedo boat, and the 
injury received by the Pobieda last Wednes- 
day, no more chances will be taken. It is 
reported that Admiral Togo is still bent on 
blocking the entrance to the harbor by sink- 
ing merchant vessels. He is one of the 
persistent men who usually carry through 
their plans sooner or later. , 

On land, the war moves slowly. That 
may be due in part to the condition of the 
roads in northwestern Corea. Men who 
served in the army of the Potomac and have 
a lively recollection of Virginia mud will 
not have to be told what a drag bad roads 
are on the movements of an army. The 
Japanese are apparently adding to their 
forces on the Yalu, but they do not seem 
to have made a serious attempt to cross the 
river. No news comes from the correspond- 
ents who were allowed to join the army op- 
erating in Corea, and the natural conclusion 
is that the Japanese are not yet ready to 


force the fighting. 


‘The Japanese hold most of Corea. They 
have a grip on the territory which was the 
cause of the war.: If Russia had conceded 
to Japan exclusive control over Corea there 
would have been no fighting. It is impos- 
sible, however, for the Japanese to stop at 
the Yalu, fortify themselves, and prepare to 
resist a Russian attack. They must move 
on into Manchuria. The military experts 
disagree as to what should be their objective 
points. It is the belief of some that the 
Japanese forces should and will push on to 


| Harbin, far in the interior on the Sungari 


river. They argue thatif the Japanese were 
to defeat the Russians and occupy that point 
the Russians would not be able to find a new 
‘base of operations and supplies anywhere 
east of Lake Baikal, and would be at a ter- 


| rible disadvantage when they resumed fight- 


ing next year. Other experts aver that if 
the Japanese were to march to Harbin they 
would march back from there in as bad 


cow, and that it will be madness for the 
Japs to attempt to go any farther than 
The Japanese are laying their own plans 
and keeping their own counsel. Many things 
the experts said they would do at once they 
have not done. They have made no at- 
tempts: to storm Port Arthur or to effect a 
landing on the Liaotung peninsula in order 
to isolate that place, although apparently 
nothing is more desirable. The Japanese 
plan of campaign is still a sealed book. —

CONFLICTING, THEORIES.

The prevalence of the disease in the easrern 


states of America is explained on the ground 


that the consumption of meat per head is so 
great, and the disease is alleged to have been 


late in appearing among the agricultural 


classes of Europe because it is only recently 
that they have been able to get any meat 
except bacon. 

The doctors told men of’ the last genera- 
tion that they must not eat grape seeds or 


cherry stones, because they lodged in the. 


vermiform appendix and caused inflamma- 
tion. Now they are said to be harmless, but 
meat is to be shunned. Itis much more ofa 
sacrifice to give up steaks, chops, and cut- 
lets than it is to abstain from grape seeds. 

As long as doctors disagree laymen should 
do as they please. They should ride on 
trolley cars or eat fresh meat freely and 
take their chances. It/is‘only when the 
medical men come to bé of one mind as to 
the a of appendicitis, and can. prove 
their case, that unlearned folks who wish to 
escape that disease should abstain from that 
which it is agreed will provoke it, no matter 
how inconvenient abstinence may be.

With her it is 
simply a part of the day’s work to protect 
the family which she serves from the demon 
of dyspepsia and the horrors of indigestion. 
If ‘‘the frying pan has slain more victims 
than the sword,” surely the faithful and 
skillful servant who has banished the frying 
pan altegether from her battery of cooking 
utensils should need no further credentials. 
The man who under the inspiration of ex- 
citement leads a forlorn hope across a bullet 
torn battlefield Is a hero. Hats off to him! 
But in another and, perhaps, a higher class 
of heroes belongs that man or woman who, 
in an obscure position, faithfully, modestly, 
and skillfully performs an important and a 
difficult duty. In hundreds of households 
the cook plays justsuch apart. Hers is gen- 
erally looked down upon as a servile and un- 
pleasant position—largely because the mis- 
tress makes it such. To her comfort and 
convenience as one of the. most important 


members of every household small attention: 


is paid. Almost daily she may read either 
the unreasonable complaints: or the fan- 
tastic theories of clubwomen, the beams in 
whose own eyes blind them to the sight of 
everything but the motes in the eyes of their 
servants. That, under such circumstances, 
there are many cooks who do their ‘work 
well, with never a word of complaint, with 
an eye single to the best interests of their 
‘emptoyers, with patient faithfulriess and 
untiring skill, would seem to establish at 
least a presumption of heroism, deserving 
the investigation of the Carnegie com- 
mission.

ART of the influence of sin over us is 

obtained from our exaggerated esti- 

mate of its power. We yield sooner 

than we need because we think we 
cannot resist. The remembrance of 
past sin rises, and our remonstrances are 
silenced in despair. When we are thus 
fascinated by the past then how hopefully 
and cheerfully Paul's words sound in our 
ears, to forget those things that are be- 
hind, and to reach forth to what is before. 
Some may be disheartened by failure to 
conquer a fault. They may even be so 
taken as to believe that past failures are 
an excuse for present failures—that having 
done wrong, you always must do wrong. 
Paul is speaking to you, and he tells you to 
forget tlhe past and start afresh. 

These are, I think, the lessons Paul teaches 
us in this enthusiastic outburst; to let the 
past make us neither conceited nor despond- 
ent, but, accepting its results, to press for- 
ward unceasingly, hopefully, and modestly. 

The apostle thus used the past. He used 
it to furnish warning, to check pride, to give 
guidance, to stimulate hope. Nevertheless, 


| his face is ever turned towards the future; 


it Is ever lit by the rising sun, and it is this 
that has made Paul the apostle of the west, 
and especially the apostle of, protestantism 
and progress. ? 


There is then a sense In which it is well to 
remember the past. We have to try, in the 
nation, in the Christian church, in commerce, 
and in daily life, to understand the genius 
and spirit of the past and hand them on to 
the next generation. This is the problem in 
every community... Where in the different 
walks of life are we to look for the next 
leaders? Will they be worthy? Will they 
maintain the high standard of life, thought, 
and service? We must remember that the 
real succession is that of example, of uncon- 
scious example, and scarcely conscious im- 
itation. The standard of life in every walk 
is handed on by the generous, the brave, the 
pure, the public spirited of one generation 
becoming the unconscious examples of the 
next. 
We cannot follow the details of any life, 
for every man’s life is his own, and different 


tion of the past, but a hearty sympathy with 
all that is best in its spirit, that is demanded 
of us. This is a right use of the past—one 
that would have gladdened the heart of him 
who uttered the words upon which we are 


now descanting. To commemorate the good 


deeds, the noble lives of the past, is to add

The two things 
are not only distinct and independenf, but of a different texture and quality 
and world. The idea of religion, of almost any religion, carries with it the 
image of a spirit, disciplined, armed, and stern; altruism, of an individual 
in the most amiable mood, radiating service to every point of the compass.

Thésdoctrine of “the music of the 


spheres’ was held by the ancients. The Greek philosopher, Pythagoras, 


_better known for his doctrine of transmigration of the soul, recently re- 


vived as a new cult to which the name of theosophy is wrongly given, 
taught that the music of the stars was produced by the movements of the 
‘heavenly bodies, and that it was imperceptible to human ears. He held 
that the motions of the planets conform to certain fixed laws that could be 
expressed in numbers corresponding to those which make the hagmony of 
sounds. The seven planets produced severally the seven notes of the 
gamut. As the planets were at proportional distances from the earth and 
each other, like the divisions of the monochord, so they gave a sound 
according to their magnitudes, velocities, and distances. On this hypothe- 
sis the deepest sound was given by Saturn, the farthest off known planet 
in Pythagoras’ day, and the shrillest ér intensest by the moon, the nearest 
planet to the earth. So that when the planetary choir sang their anthem

Perhaps in nothing, except in mechanical invention, were they inferior to 
our present day philosophers and scientists. Certainly no great scientific 
discovery has been made that an allusion to it cannot be found im the 
writings or traditions of the remote past. Pythagoras, his contemporaries, 
predecessors, 4Nd immediate successors knew, as well as we do today, the 
harmony of sounds and the theory of the propagation of energy. But it is 
a matter of history that Pythagoras was a disciple of the druid Abaris, a 


“Scythian,” Scot, Gael, or Irishman. A description of Abaris by the 


Greek historian presents him to us in a costume such as is still worn by 
the Gael of the highlands of Scotland, a survival of the old Irish dress, and 
his connection with the western isles, the seat of druidic lore now unhappily 
lost, of which Ireland was the center; is well established. |

CONSOLIDATED GAS 1S FEATURE. 


Price “Makes Advance on Unusually 
Heavy Trading in the New York

‘PRINCIPLES OF THE SELECTION AND 
PREPARATION OF FOOD.—In this course 
the nature and uses of food, its chemical 
composition, and the changes effected by 
heat, cold, or fermentation, are. considered. 
Practical ijlustrations of the principles of 
selection are given by marketing expeditions. 
Some of the processes of the manufacture 
of food are considered,:as well as the com- 
binations of different kinds. 

ECONOMIC USES OF FOOD.—This course 
is a continuation of course 1. Emphasis is 
put upon the economic side of the food ques- 
tion... The uses and applications of preserva- 
tives are considered. 

HOME ARCHITECTURE AND SANITA- 
TION.—This course treats of the situation, 
surroundings, construction of the house; the 
hygiene of the home; heating, lighting, venti- 
‘lation, water supply, and drainage. Lec- 
tures. on house planning, with exercises in 
making skeleton plans. Lectures on sani- 
tary. plumbing and fixtures and internal 
drainage are given. 

ELEMENTARY HOME DECORATION. — 
This course is a continuation of the work 
of-home.architecture. Lectures on the evo- 
lution of the house and the homes of primi- 
tive peoples. The theory of color and its 
applications In home decoration. The evolu- 
tion of the home, some of the principles of 
home ‘management and furnishings from a 
sanitary and artistic standpoint, are also 
considered. 

‘CHEMISTRY OF FOOD AND NUTRI- 
TION.—This course deals with the subjects 
of food and nutrition from the standpoint 
of sanitary and physiological chemistry.

Fifth—As a genera! rule one-fifth of a smal} 
capital is not too much to expend in ex- 
perimenting.

Whe great Galen, one of the “ 
thers of medicine,’ boldly proclaimed: 
it to be such over eighteen centuries

passion ’’ have been dragged into print. 
According to one well known doator, Galen; 
in his voluminous medical writings, cites 
the first cage on record where, love was 
treated by a physician as a recognized form 
of illness. This treatment was given by 
Galen himself in the second’ century to a 
haughty Roman lady, wife of the patrician 


the then fashionable world failed to. alle- 
viate her aliment and gave up her case as 
incurable. Mme. Menippus then, as a last 
resort, summoned Galen, who had recently 
arrived with a glowing reputation from the 
schools of Asia Minor, and he promptly di- 
agnosed the complaint as an attack of * lova 
sickness.” Pylades, a handsome young 
knight, whom the woman had seen once or 


the cause of the disease. The beating of the 
patient’s pulge is given by Galen ae the only 
means he hadof judging the nature of her af- 
fiiction. He fails to state, however, what 
remedies he recommended other than to say 
that by his “ professional discretion he w s 
abie to restore her to a better'stateof mind. 
He follows this recital with a statement 
that Cleopatra had used one of his cosmetics 
and found it excellent, thus furnishing the. 
first “‘ voluntary patent medicine 
nial.” known to history. 


‘Antiquity Sanctions Theory. 

“The theory that love is a disease has the 
sanction of venerable antiquity,” says the 
grave London Lancet, which - wes finally 
drawn into the discussion. ‘Apart from the 
Greek and Roman classics, it is a common- 
place of the seventeenth century. The 
learned German Gregorius Horstius pub- 
lished a lohg thesis in favor of the conten- 
tion In 12611, and in 1614 Lamandus sup- 
ported him in a neatly entitled Latin essay 
on ‘The nature of love and the cures for 
love madness.’ Ten years later Ferrand in 
Paris printed a book on ‘ The Malady of 
Love; or, Erotic Melancholy.’ 

“The Dutch and Flemish painters of the 
last half of the same century found in ‘ love. 
Some of the

these writers and painters had as yet sus- 
pected that there is a bacillus of love, though 
Cupid's arrow, which is as olf as logy, 
is certainly its antitype.”’

Disease One of Civilization. 
Few English physicians were found who 
believed that love was a sickness, although 
one Londoner said, “If it be a disease it is 
as modern as appendicitis, in spite of what |. 
the ancients have to say upon the snbject.” 


In support of this claim he brings forward |’ 


the customs of the less developed races of 
the world to prove that love in its higher 
sense is really unknown to them. He points 
out that among the savage tribes of Austra- 
lia one girl ls as good as another in the sight 
of a wooer, Hecause they “all look alike” 
andvhave the same degree of inteHigence.. 
The Dy&aéks imprison their young girls-for 
seven. years in a cage, so that they may be 
bleached to a light yellow by the sun and 
come out with small feet and hands. The 
bushmen and their wretched women are so 
brutalized by the hardships of their life that 
both sexes come to resemble each other, and 
love for an individual is not known. 
“ Therefore,"’ concludes the writer, love 
is a sickness, it is a development of civiliza- 
tion, because, in spite of fairy stories to the 
contrary, the savages cannot and do not 
‘fall in love’ as more refined peoples do. 
Love sickness is certainly a mental com- 
plaint in any event, and a low intelligence 
cannot suffer much from it."’

These dictionaries will be 
found to offer different answers fo the same questions, but 
in all of them there is no concealing the common agreement © 
that the authorities are conflicting. 

Prof. Schmiedel’s article of thé resurrection and ascen- 
‘sion of our Lord is certainly the most careful, learned, 
searching, and satisfactory discussion of the three. 

Dr. Sandy, in Hastings’ ‘‘ Dictionary,’’ gives the impres- 
sion of shrinking from the real question, and hig discussion 
of the evidence is so cursory and slight that it is scarcely 
possible fairly to infer from his article arything as to his 
decision on specific questions at issue. . 

Dr. Plummer, in the older “ Dictionary of the Bible,” 
writes as a thoroughgoing conservative, and accordingly we 
know in advance what his conclusions will be.

Historical criticism is the youngest 
of the sciencés, and it cannot claim even such a measure of 
recognition as that which the older sciences have succeeded 
in wresting from the Christian church, but the analogy be- 
tween the course of events by. which the conclusions of 
astronomy, geology; and biology have, one after the other, 
been, so to say, domesticated within the theological sphere, 
and the course of events by which the conclusions of his- 
torical criticism must undergo the same process is, at every 
point,. complete. | 

There are, we know, imavitabty, three stages to be passed 
through: First, the stage of holy horror, righteous indigna- 
tion, unjust procedures, oppression of individuals, The 
half-confessed doubt, a 
troubled conscience, an. aspect of general confusion over the . 
whole area of Christian teaching. Finally, a stage of digni- 
fied assurance, in which the tombs of the prophets are built 
and a new Christian apologetic is energet- 
ically pressed, 

We are, perhaps, hardly out of the. first stage yet, but 
we may be sure that the whole cycle will be traversed, and 
that, within a shorter or longer period, historical criticism 


‘of the narratives of the resurrection will be found as com- 


patible witn Christian conviction with respect to: the truth 
of Christ's victory over death, as we all now find the con- 
clusions of what are called the “ natural sciences”’ to be 
with respect to beliefs which at first they seemed altogether 
But we must~come alittle closer to our’ sub- 
ject and make our meaning perfectly clear by specific exam- 
ples of the alteration in the current notion of Christ's resur- 


rection suggested, if not required, by ‘historical criticism.

St. Paul's that which effected the apdstle’s conver-

. ted. rate discussion of the conditions under 
Quo , which. resurrection had taken place in 


Christ's case, and would ultimately ‘take place in the case 
of all Christ's disciples. St. Paul repudiates a materialistic 
conception of the resurrection and develops his own notion 
of a “spiritual body,”’ which shall have-towards the “ nat- 
ural /body"’ a relation comparable with that which exists 
between the seed and that which grows from it. He is 
meeting the objections of Greek thinkers, to whom the ma- 
terialism ‘of contemporary Judaism was disgusting, and he 
speaks with decision. ‘ Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neittfér doth 
corruption inherit incorruption.” It is evident that St. Paul 


-eonsiders Christ’s resurrection to represent tne norm of 


Christ is “the first of them that are 
asleep.” We may legitimately, nay, we must inevitably, re- 
verse the argument, and learn something of the conditions 
of his resurrection from what we know about our own. The 
dissolution of the physical body in the grave will not, we 


are assured, hinder the process of resurrection in the case 


of Christ’s disciples; must we, then, maintain that it would 
be necessarily .imcompatible with the same rece in the 
case of Christ himself? 

We turn to the gospels and we find ourselves controutet 
with another conception altogether. In St. Luke's gospel, for 
example, the risen Christ is described in terms which might 
seem to imply the precise contradiction of St. Paul's teach- 
ing. The narrative is curiously detailed, as if designed to 
counteract an* antagonistic theory. “And as they spake 
these things he himself stood in the midst of them and saith 
unto them, ‘ 
affrighted and supposed that they beheld a spirit. And 
said unto them, ‘ Why are ye troubled? and wherefore do 
reasonings arise in your heart?. Sec my hands and my feet 
that it is I myself; handle me and see; for a spirit hath not

And if, 
as can hardly but be the case, the answer 
Empty —- is that he certainly did not, .thenit fol- 
Tomb Uns lows.that, to his mind, resurrection was 
quite conceivable apart from physical re- 
tmportant. suscitaticn, and that, so far as his doc- 
frine goes, there was no importance in the empty tomb, which 
has figured* so’ prominently. in later Christian apologetics. 
Moreover, St. Paul,must be held to represent the teaching of 
those older apostles from whom he drew all the knowledge 


he possessed of the earthly life of Christ. Can we avoid the 
inference that the earliest account of the resurrection which 


circulated among: disciples:of Christ did not include the ma- 


terialistic details'which are so prominent in St. Luke’s narra- 
tive? . But, it may fairly be pleaded, St. Paul does refer. spe- 
“cifically to some circumstances of: the Lord's. resurrection. 
He names as ‘included in’ his preaching to the Corinthians 
both the buria! and the rising on the third day, and he clearly 
asserts that these particulars were included in the tfadition 
which he received. ‘ For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which also I received, ‘how that Christ died for our sins 


according to the scriptures; and that he was buried; and that: 


he hath been raised on the third day.”’ 
Is it therefore to be inferred that St. Paul believed _in 
the empty tomib’*? ahd does his mention of “ the third day ” 
really close the discussion as to that detail? At least it must 
be conceded that the emptiness of the tomb does not. seem 
to be requited by his theory, and it is certain that, unlike 
later apologists, he gives it no place in his teaching. What 
bearing has “‘the empty tomb” on such an. appeal as that 
which we find in Colossians iii., 1: ‘‘If then ye were raised 
together with Christ, seek the things. that are above, where 
Christ is, seated dn the right hand of God”? We are, it is 
true, often asked to accept the emptiness of the tomb in the 
garden as sufficiently proved by the procedure of the Jewish 
authorities, who could not have omitted to make use of so 
crushing a weapon against the Christians as that which the 
production of Christ’s body would unquestionably have been. 
But a little reflection will show how trivial that kind of rea- 
soning is. Not only does it assume the very point at issue— 
for, clearly, if the earliest belief in Christ’s resurrection did 
not imply the resuscitation of his crucified body, then there 
could be no question of any such action on the part of the 
Jewish hierarchy as is suggested—but also [t miscanceives the 
historical situation altogether. 
‘As a matter of experience,’’ observed Bishop Westcott, 

“the popuar conceptions of a carnalresurrection very speed- 

ily overpowered the teaching of the New 


Testament in the early church.” It would Bible 
be truer to say that this victory of ma~ 

terialism had gone to great lengths within aye oa ts 
the New Testament itself. The emptiness Gg ee. 


of the sepuicher might ‘conceivably be as little worthy of 


the serious Christian prefers what we must needs think ip 
the more natural course of adopting one or the other of the 
localities as being the scene of the recorded appearances, and 
suppose, further, that,- with Schmiedel, he selects Galilee 
rather than Jerusalem, following Matthew and Mark rather 
than Luke and John, can he be fairly*blamed? And in the 
case we have conjectured, ought he to find in his creed (or 
rather in its current interpretation) a prohibition of Schmied- 
el's inference, which for the rest seems sufficiently obvious, 
that “if the first appearances of Jesus were, in Galilee, the 
tidings of them must have arrived at Jerusalym much too 
late to allow of examination: of the sepulcher with, any setis- 
factory results Firally, if so much be conceded; what be- 
comes of the argument based on “the empty tomb "*?

Then they will 
yejoice That a mere whipping is the worst 
thing now planned for their benefit.” 
~ So spoke a young “ schoolmarm ”’ with a 
college education, and the investigation sug- 
ested proved she was right. Whispering 
sticks, ox yokes, unipods, and thimell pie | 
@re some of the obsolete forms of enforc- 
ing discipline which must have earried ter- 
ror and shame into the youthful hearts of 
‘Aolonial times. Discipline was strictly en- 
forced upon the ruling laid down by John 
Robinson, the Pilgrim preacher. 


“ Sarely there is in all children,"” wrote 
Mr. Robinson, “a stubbornness and stout- f 


ess of mind arising from natural pride 
Phich must in the first place be broken and 
eaten down so that the foundation of their 
education being laid jn humility and tract- 
ableness, other virtues may in their time be 
built thereon. It is commendable'in a horse 
that he be stout and stomachful, being never 
left to his own government, but always bear- 
ing his rider upon his back.and his bit in his 
gmouth—but who would have his child like 
his horse in his brutishness?”’ 

Colonial Teachers Favored Birch. 

“The birch rod was favored by all colonial 
@chool teachers as the most satisfactory in- 
strument of torture. Birch trees were plen- 
tififl in primeval America, but the price of 
the rod was always charged to the child's 
tuition account or taken out of his limited 
focket money. In Massachusetts stern fa- 
thers often whipped their children at home 
for being whipped at school, and’ the sound 
ot the rod apparently resounded through 
the. whole state by day and by night. 
* % Boston schoolmaster,’ says a writer 
m the subject, “used as a beating rod a 
walnut stick, known’ as a lybbet. 
Another crue] inquisitor invented an in- 
strument which he termed a ‘ flapper. It 
was a heavy piece of leather six inches in 
@iameter with a hole in the middle and 
fastened at one edge to a pliable handle. 
Every stroke om thee bare flesh raised? a 
blister the size of. the hole in the leather. 
Equally brutal was the taftling stick, a 
bat-'o-nine-tails with heavy leather straps. 
The whipping with this tattling stick was 
Bone upon a ‘peaked’ block. That fierce 
Boston disciplinarian and patriot, Master 
Lovell, whipped with strong birch rods and 
made one culprit mount upon the back of 
another scholar to receive his lashings. He 
falled these whippings trouncings. Anoth- 
tr brutal Boston master struck his schol- 
ars on the head with a ferule until this was 
forbidden by..the school directors; he then 
whipped the soles of his pupils’ feet and 
roared out in an ecstasy of cruelty, ‘O, the 
caitiffs! It is good for them.’” 


Stick te Gag Whisperers. 

* The“*whispering stick and other irritating 
“weapons of punishment were invented by the 
eolonial teachers with considerable ingenu- 
ity. They were used as penalties for differ- 
€nt kinds of offenses. Whispering sticks 
were used to preserve quiet in the school- 
room, being wooden gags tied in the mouth 
with strings as a bit is placed in a horse's 


;+mouth.. Thimell pie’’ consisted in smartly 


tapping the child’s head with a thimble, a 
oceeding not unknown in the present day. 
hildren were punished by being seated upon 
& “unipod,”’ a stool with but a single leg, 
upon which it was most trying and exhaust- 
ing to attempt to balance; they were made 
to stand on dunce stools for hours, labeled 
With such degrading and ridiculous names as 
“Tell Tale,” Bite Finger Baby,’’ ‘‘ Lying 
Ananias,” “‘Idjle Boy,” and “Pert Miss 
t-a-Pace.’’

Drunken Teachers Most Brutal. 
* “In order to appreciate this gentleness,” 
he continues, “‘one should know of the 
unken, dirty, careless, and cruel teachers 
who flourished in the Pennsylvania schools. 
One whipped daily and hourly with a hickory 
club with leather thongs attached at one 
end; this he called his ‘ taws.’ Another had 
a row of rods of different sizes, which with 
ugly humor he named his ‘ mint sticks.’ An- 
other, nicknamed Tiptoe Bobby, always car- 
ried a raccoon’s tail slightly weighted at the 
butt end. This he would throw with mar- 
yvelous accuracy at any offender, who meekly 
returned it to his instructor and received a 
ferce whipping with a rawhide embellished 
with thin strips of leather’ One Quaker 
teacher in Philadelphia, John Todd, had such 
& passion for incessant whipping that, after 
reading accounts of his ferocious discipline, 
dis manner, and his words, the only expiana- 
fion of his violence and cruelty is that of 
. Insanity.” 

Servants were whipped in colonial New 
England in much the same way that chil- 
dren were. The custom came from England. 
Lady Frances Pennoyer writes in her diary 
during 1760 of such a punishment which she 


gave to a gossiping maid with her own fair 


hands, 


, Maid Chose a Whipping. 

~* Sent for my maid, dear love,”’ runs the 
Mary, “to come to my room, and gave her 
‘her choice, eithe? to be well whipped or to 
leave the house instantly. She chose wise- 
ly, I think, and with many tears said I 
might do what I liked.

The butler was too lazy to do the 
extra work and so invented the excuse. It 
may be, however, that some relic of the 
feudal spirit inspired him. I know of an in- 
cident similar to that where the son of a 
marquis who was pursuing his studies at 
an eastern university refused to enter the 


/ game classroom with two peasant women 


of his own country. We considered his ac- 
tion both unwise and iJl-mannered.”’ 

In the Cherry Blossom kingdom, with its 
paper houses and toy furniture, the house- 
hold servants are “‘ specialists.’’ That is to 
say, each one of the retinue of domestic 
servants has his own particular line of duty 
to which he devotes himself with faithful 
assiduity, and outside of which he does 
nothing. 

“My wife and I had four servants during 
our stay in Japan,”’ said a traveler recently 
returned from that country, “‘ the sum total 
of their wages amounting to the pay of a 
good cook here. Each one of them had 
charge of one carefully defined portion of 
the day's work, which was little, indeed, and 
never thought of doing anything else. When 
the tasks were completed they would with- 
draw to an outbuilding and we never had 
fo worry about their food or provide for 
them in any way. When young Japanese 
tome to this country, however, they realize 
that conditions are different and they de- 
‘velop themselves into al] round servants with 
wrprising rapidity. Few of the American

On first acquaintance with the prices at which these nests 
are wholesaled one would think the demand would be lim- 
ited, but with hundreds of restaurants throughout the city and 
many more located in the smaller cities of Illinois and adjacent 
states gathering in the shekels of the curious on the basis of 
$8 to $6 for each portion served the number of edible birds’ 
nests handled by a South Clark street importer last year at 
prices ranging from $30 to $60 per pound is not unreasonably 
large.
